Stew every day is better than planked 
steak and mssfisd p atalaaa every othp 
er day," 

Since 18W tba Pia ae l aaB ha*a been 
working oa the aMeblaa with which 
tba halaar la oaalraatlaf tha alliance 
of groat aad MtUa pawara taday.

They are ready to meet the present 
conditions In the right wayaadtoaup- 
i>ort tbe govemmaat with gaaaroua 
aalf-daalaL Thay haow aad aadar- 
staad. aad will ha hitoloraat oaly of 
thoaa who dadfla laasaBalMllty ar are 
aot fraak wHh tham.

It streets us as di- 
raatly and palpably almost as if we

"In order to nie«t every demand 
upon the treasury without delay or
